For the second lecture I would like to suggest "Rowlandson's Tour in a 
Post Chaise." This concerns a superb and very lively set of Rowlandson 
drawings we have here, made on an early tour to the New Forest and the 
Isle of Wight. I retraced the route a few months ago (camera in hand) and 
the lecture is something of a detective game, determining the date, route 
of Rowlandson's expedition, as well as identifying specific sites. We have 
just broxaght out a publication reproducing the complete set of drawings. 

I hope you may consider this an appropriate topic.
